Kennedy Wins 


White House 


BOO Electoral Votes 
Go to Democrat; Ohio 
GOP Aides W rangle 


WASHINGTON (AP) — It’s offi­ 
cial now. John F. Kennedy h a s 
been elected president. 
The voting on Nov. 8 helped de­ 
termine the outcome, but Ken­ 
nedy was not elected then accord­ 
ing to the Constitution. That was 
done Monday by the 537 members 
of the Electoral College. 
These 
largely 
unknown 
men, 
who don't even appear on the bal­ 
lot in many states, met in state 
capitals from Maine to Hawaii. 
As expected they generally cast 
their states electoral votes for 
the man who had won a plurality 
of the vote in the state. 
After 
the 
electors 
completed 
their ancient ritual, Kennedy had 
3 electoral votes and Vice Pres­ 
ident Richard M. Nixon 219. Sen. 
Harry F. Byrd D-Va., got 15. 
Hawaii's three votes were still 
up in the air because a partial 
recount then* has switched the 
state back to the Kennedy column 
by 83 votes. A full recount has 
been ordered in the island state. 
Both the Republican and Dem 
ocratlc electors in Hawaii cast 
their three votes, hoping it can be 
decided by Jan. 6 which candidate 
had won the state. That is the 
date when Congress in joint ses­ 
sion will officially count the elec­ 
toral votes. 
Since the Hawaiian votes can’t 
affect the result, it is possible 
Congress 
will 
simply 
disregard 
them. 
Electors are considered to be 
tinder a moral obligation to vote 
for the candidate who wins their 
state—but no law says be must 
do se. 
In fact one jumped the traces. 
Though Nixon carried Oklahoma, 
elector Henry D. Irwin of Bartles­ 
ville insisted on voting for Byrd 
for 
president 
and 
Sen. 
Barry 
Goldwater, R-Ariz., for vice pres 
ident. 
And Byrd 
collected 
14 
more 
votes from electors in Mississippi 
and Alabama who r a n as un­ 
pledged to any candidate. These 
14 voted for Sen. Strom Thur­ 
mond, D-S. C , for vice president. 
The southerners had tried to 
persuade 
other 
electors 
to 
go 
along with their revolt against the 
major parties, but got no takers 
except Irwin. 
For the second time this cen­ 
tury, Ohio gave its electoral votes 
to the loser. 
Tile college held its quadrennial

Nixon and Henry Cabot Lodge, 
the presidential and vice presi­ 
dential candidates who won Ohio 
but lost the nation to Democrats 
John F. Kennedy and Lyndon B.

Before the voting was complet­ 
ed. electors wrangledover a resolu­ 
tion that would require them to 
vote for the nomi«3es of their 
parties. At present they are only 
morally, not legally, bound to do 
so. 
After various 
amendments to 
the resolution were offered, includ­ 
ing one to abolish the electoral 
college, all proposals were w 11 h* 
drawn and the college voted to 
strike the resolutions proceedings 
from the record. 
The actual vote for Nixon and 
I/idge at the Ohio college was by 
signed ballot. The results go to 
Washington where they will be 
tabulated at 
a joint session of 
Congress Jan 6 along with those 
of the other 49 states to make the 
presidential election official. 
Only one other time in this cen­ 
tury— 1944—has the Ohio college 
voted for the losing ticket. 19181 
time Ohio backed former U. s.

Aircraft Carrier 
Death Toll Set 
By Navy at 46 


NEW YORK (AP)—Navy offi­ 
cials today placed at 46 the death 
toll in a fiery disaster aboard the 
giant aircraft carrier Constella­ 
tion. 
Police earlier had said the count 
might reach 56 but the Navy dis­ 
counted this. The police had list­ 
ed IO workmen missing in addi­ 
tion to the knowm 46 dead. 
However, Navy authoritiei said 
IO of those who perished had not 
yet been identified and they ap­ 
parently were being erroneously 
listed as missing. 
The Navy said a search of the 
carrier’s fire-blackened passage­ 
ways was all but ended. 
The fire, which raged out of 
control most of Monday and into

night, 
crippled

largest aircraft carrier afloat, and 
struck a serious blow at Amer­ 
ica's defense plans.

Naval authorities in Washington 
said they had counted on having 
the Constellation ready for use as 
an attack 
carrier by 
mid-1961. 
Only a ship cf its general size 
can handle adequate numbers of 
the heavy jet planes the Navy 
uses for its striking arm. 
Pear Adm. Schuyler Pyne, com­ 
mandant of the Brooklyn Navy 
Yard, in which the Constellation 
was berthed, estimated that the 
fire set back completion of the 
ship by about a year. Ile estimat­ 
ed the damage at $75 million 
The Constellation, launched Oct 
8, w’as scheduled for commission­ 
ing sometime in March. Its total 
cost was about $250 million. 
It was the second major disaster 
to hit Brooklyn in three days. Last 
Friday a United Air Lines DC 8 jet 
and a TWA Super Constellation 
collided in the New York area 
killing at least 135 persons. 
The jet slammed into a Brook­ 
lyn residential area, killing 84 in 
the plane and 5 on the ground, 
Two more are still missing. 
The Navy said firmly, however, 
that there was “notning suspi­ 
cious” about the carrier blaze. It 
started this way: A small hoist­ 
ing truck sheared off a plug on 
a 500-gallon tank of jet fuel. The 
fluid flowed down a bomb elevator 
and into a well in which a welder 
was at work. 
The resulting fire took a fright­ 
ful human toll. In addition to tne 
dead, at least 150 were burned 
or otherwise injured in the steel- 
jacketed 
furnace 
that 
was the 
Constellation, 
Forty-three 
were 
hospitalized. 
All the dead were part of a 
4,000-man civilian work force. A 
small Navy crew suffered no fa­ 
talities. 
The fire, which seemed control- 
la hie for a short time, spread to 
different decks as the flaming fuel 
poured from one compartment to 
another and set ablaze wooden 
scaffolding, p l y w o o d 
interior 
work, cans of paint, and other 
[inflammable materials. 
Workmen 
raced 
down 
gang­ 
ways, slid down r o p e s and rope 
ladders, and jumped into the East 
River to escape the searing heat 
and billowing, poisonous smoke. 
Some drowned in the icy water, 
and many more died of suffoca 
tion.

Still Debates 
Congo Issue 


Algeria R eferendum 
Defeated; Rival Arms 
Proposals Shelved 


UNITED NATIONS, N. Y. (AP) 
—The U. N. General Assembly 
sought to close shop today after 
defeating a call for a U. N. ref­ 
erendum in Algeria and shelving 
rival East-West disarmament pro­ 
posals. The assembly still had to 
vote on the Congo crisis before 
recessing until March 7. 
Asembly attempts to reach a 
Congo vole Monday night bogged 
down when India's V. K. Krishna 
Menon talked until 1:45 a. rn., de­ 
livering a two-hour review of the 
whole issue. Weary delegates de­ 
cided to hold up balloting until 
the morning session. 
Highlight of the debate Monday 
night was a warning from Secre­ 
tary-General Dag Hammarskjold 
that he might seek power to with­ 
draw the U. N. force if civil war 
erupts in the chaotic young Afri­ 
can nation.

such

developed 
while U. N. troops were still in the 
Congo, he said, the international 
force could not take sides or re­ 
main passive. 
Awaiting assembly action were 
two rival Congo resolutions. 
One sponsored by the United 
States and Britain calls on Ham­ 
marskjold to help Congo Presi­ 
dent Joseph Kasavubu create con­ 
ditions permitting the Congo Par­ 
liament to reconvene. The resolu 
tion also expresses full faith in 
the efforts of Hammarskjold and 
the U. N force to achieve peace 
and unity in the Congo. 
The other resolution, introduced 
by India. Yugoslavia and six other 
supporters of ex-Premier Patrice 
Lumumba, calls for immediate re­ 
convening of the Congo Parlia­ 
ment and the speedy release of 
Lumumba, now a prisoner of the 
Congolese army. The eight spon­ 
sors of the resolution believe the 
Parliament would return Lumum­ 
ba to power. 
Earlier Monday night, the as­ 
sembly voted dowrn an Asian-Afri- 
can proposal for a U. ^-super­ 
vised referendum to decide the 
future of 
French-ruled 
Algeria. 
This was a defeat for supporters 
of Algerian rebels seeking a U. N. 
voice in the fefrendum President 
Charles de Gaulle has promised 
for the North African territory. 
The United States voted against 
the referendum proposal and ab­ 
stained from the vote on the rst 
of the resolution. A U. S. spokes­ 
man explained that ‘‘our voting 
was guided by our view that no 
action here should prove an ob­ 
stacle to Gen. de Gaulle’s carry­ 
ing out his task.” 
Joining in the rush to recess, 
the 99-nation Political Committee 
sidetracked action on Soviet and 
Western 
programs 
for

disarmament until the second half 
of the session.

Fast Moving Snowstorm

A winter storm moving north­ 
eastward from northern Arkansas 
has caused heavy snow warnings 
to be issued for central and north­ 
ern Ohio.

As the storm 
moves closer to Ohio, snow will 
gradually spread over the state 
possibly becoming mixed with rain 
and sleet in the extreme south. 
Snow accumulations by tonight 
are expected to average 1-3 inches 
in the south, and 4-6 inches over 
the north and central portions. 
Skies generally clouded up dur­ 
ing the night, but remained dear 
long enough to produce some very 
cold temperatures. 
Zanesville was coldest with 8 de­ 
grees, Columbus had 13, Cleveland 
9 and Canton 12.

Heavy snow warnings were in 
effect for a major part of the area

southern Wisconsin, northern In­ 
diana and extreme southerr Lower 
iMichigan. 
Strong winds 
near the

center caused much drifting and

Snow 
amounts 
ranged 
up to 
more than six inches in some 
areas, with snow expected to con 
tinue most of the day in many 
areas. A fall of 5 to 7 inches was 
forecast for Chicago, which would 


be its heaviest covering of the sea­ 
son. Snow depths of four inches 
and more were forecast from east 
central Kansas to central Ohio. 
As winter neared (the season 
starts officially at 3:27 p.m. EST 
Wednesday) a fresh batch of cold 
air from northwest Canada headed 
into the new storm belt. Cold wave 
w a r n i n g s were posted by the 
Weather Bureau. It was 16 below 
zero this morning in International 
Falls, Minn., and below zero in 
other warts of northern Minnesota 
and the Dakotas.

to act speedily on medical care 
for the aged and aid to education, 
housing and areas of chronic un­ 
employment. 
Kennedy also told a news confer­ 
ence that he wants early action 
on increasing the present mini­ 
mum wage of $1 an hour. 
The president-elect had at his 
side for the news conference Vice 
President-elect Lyndon B. John­ 
son: House Speaker Sam Rayburn 
of Texas, and Sen. Mike Mans­ 
field of Montana, slated to suc­ 
ceed Johnson as Senate Demo­ 
cratic leader. 
Kennedy announced that he has 
appointed 
Johnson 
chairman 
of 
the Advisory Council on Space Ex­ 
ploration Problems. 
Johnson also will take over the 
chairmanship of the govemmndt s 
Committee on Contract Compli­ 
ance—a unit set up by President 
Eisenhower to prevent race dis­ 
crimination on work done by pri­ 
vate contractors for the govern­ 
ment. Vice President Richard M. 
Nixon now is chairman of that 
committee. 
Kennedy, Johnson, Rayburn and 
Mansfield started strategy talks 
Monday on the new administra­ 
tion’s 
legislative 
program 
and 
budget planning. They met news­ 
men today on the patio at Kenne­ 
dy’s Atlantic shore home to re­ 
port on their discussions. 
Johnson and Rayburn joined in 
predicting a successful session o f 
the 
Democrat ic-ruled 
new 
Con­ 
gress. 
Kennedy said the talks with the 
legislative leaders had been “very 
successful,” 
and 
that 
there 
is 
“general agreement among all of 
us on what should be done.” 
Rayburn made it dear he looks 
for Kennedy and Johnson to let 
the House settle any controversy 
over the operation of its Rules 
Committee. 
The committee funnels Iegisla* 
tion to the House floor. Its mem­ 
bership is predominantly conser­ 
vative, and some Congress mem­ 
bers contend it often bottles up 
legislation mhich they wanted en­ 
acted. 
Referring to Kennedy and John­ 
son, Rayburn said: 
“I think they have taken a wise 
position by saying that this is a 
matter for the House.* 
Kennedy brushed aside all ques­ 
tions dealing with the size of the 
new administration’s budget tor 
the fiscal year starting July I. 
As for legislation in the new 
session Kennedy said he did not 
care to set up any sequence for 
t’ e measures on which he wante 
Congress to act first. 
He went on to say he Is hoping 
for speedy action on bills to pro­ 
vide medical care for the aged, 
aid for education, housing devel­ 
opment, minimum wage, and aid 
for areas of chronic unemploy­ 
ment.

Cutting out the 
foreign 
items 
sold in a PX will not alter the sit* ; 
uation too m uch, although it may 
help. What will m ak e th e differ­ 
ence is an anal) sis of how m any 
persons., m ilitary and civilian, the 
United States em ploys abroad and 
what they actually do th at is of val­ 
ue 
lf this force can be cut by a third 
or a half it would m ake an eno r­ 
mous difference 
in our national 
bookkeeping. We shall be required 
to cut our ov erseas expenditure 
until we have a substantial dollar 
This if the most severe problem 
that fares this nation. 
F o r instance, what has been the 
actual 
propagandistic 
value 
of 
some of our agencies in m an y for­ 
eign countries? Has anyone ever 
m ade an evaluation of them and of 
the work they do and what

each country? 
P erhaps

Public Notice 


A Vital Right 


By JA M E S E. POLLARD

One of the most comm on form s 
of public notice, o r legal ad v en ts- 
ing. is that which invites bids on 
such things as public works, im ­ 
provem ents, equipm ent and sup­ 
plies. Usually the notice specifes 
that the bids m ust be sealed, sets 
a tim e I i m I t when they must be 
filed, in som e cases calls for the 
filing of a perform an ce bond, and 
gives o th e r details. 


Such a public notice serves seve 
a1 purposes. It publicizes the inten­ 
tion of a b ranch of the governm ent 
o r oth er pubic or sem i publc a g ­ 
ency. In p artcu lar. in the kind of 
situation in question, it aim s at 
eom petive bidding as in highw ay 
im p rov em en ts or school building 
contracts. 


T here is no g u aran tee of course, 
that 
such 
legal 
advertising will 
produce 
bids. 
It 
happens so m e­ 
tim es. too, that the bids are n e a r­ 
ly or actually identical. But the 
law generally gives authority to 
^ a d v e r tis e w here the b i d s e x ­ 
ceed the e s t i m a t e or are o th ­ 
erwise unacceptable. 


The law often gives discretion 
also for the acceptance, by the 
proper authorities, of the “ lowest 
and b e st” bid. The l o w e s t bid 
m ay not be the best bid. ev erything 
considered, and the best, converse­ 
ly. m ay not be the lowest. 
It is a m ajo r p a n of the function 
of the public notice published in a 
bona fide n ew spap er of paid gen­ 
eral circulation, to bring out the 
* lowest and b e st” bid. This is of 
g r e a t im p o rtan ce to the pub­ 
lic which p ays the bills. It is of 
im portance 
also 
to o t h e r 
in­ 
tereste d panic - 
including the b id ­ 
ders them selves.
